Foch Prepared to Give Germany Speedy 


Death Blow In Event She Refuses 


to Sign Treaty 


Most Decisive Campaign In History I 


Planned—Outlined Scheme Includes 


Three Routes of Invasion

PARIS.—If Germany refuses to sign the treaty the allie 


armies will launch immediately one of the greatest and most de 
cisive campaigns in history. 


While the public generally is inclined to think of an advanc* 


into Germany under present conditions is little more than a tri 
umphal parade, in which no resistance will be met, Marshal Foch 
has been obliged to be prepared for any emergency. 


The allies would move forward with every detail worked out 


for a campaign extending from the Dutch to the Swiss border- 
designed to give Germany a death blow in the shortest possible 
time—against the maximum force which the unified allied coun- 
tries know the Germans might throw into action in a crisis. 


The allied campaign, according to the highest French critics 


and authorities, would embrace three great routes of invasion, 
designed to break down all possible defense, seize tho most im- 
portant points in Germany, and cut that country completely in 
two. 


The allies' left wing consisting of 


the Belgian army, with the British 
protecting its right flank at the 
Cologne 
bridgehead, would 
drive 


eastward from Dusseldorf into the 
network of railways of which Essen, 
only a day's march away, is the cen- 
•ter. With the British army in posi- 
tion to execute a flanking 
move- 


ment, from the south, should this be 
necessary, Germany would lose a

Germany's opposition to trial of 


the former kaiser by a foreign trib- 
unal is met by a statement that "the 
powers cannot trust the 
trial of 


those responsible to those who have 
been their accomplices." 


The reply further declared that 


"the trial of ex-kaiser is discussional 
only in form and not in substance, 
as he has been arraigned as a mat- 
ter of high international policy for a 
supreme offense against international 
morality, the sanctity of treaties and 
the essential rules of justice.

nowhere else than along a belt of the 
Andes close to the snow line. Certain 
speeies are restricted to single mountain 
peaks. 


The Indians of Ecuador. Colombia 


and Brazil make 
profitable business of 


hunting humming birds, shooting them 
with small pellets of clay discharged 
from "blowguns." 
These latter are 


weapons of great precision—long reeds 
deprived of pith—and do no damage to 
the delicate plumage of the tiny feath- 
ered creatures. 


It is necessary for the hunter to know

bird until after Columbus had discovered 
America, this feathered tribe being un- 
known to the Old World. We, in the 
United States, have only one species 
east of the Mississippi rim-, but in 
the West there are sixteen additional 
species. 
Tropical America has at least 


5QO species. The closer one gets to the 
equator the more numerous do hum- 
ming birds become. 


They are unlike any other birds in 


several respects. Their mode of flight is

Their nests are built chiefly of plant-

In the forests of Brazil 
the "hermit" hummingbirds fasten their 
nests to the ends of long leaves, so 
that monkeys cannot get at them. The 
nests of other species resemble tiny 
hammocks attached to the face of rock 
or cliff with spider webs.

Among other things, we havi 


learned that the German Oceau (called 
by the British the North Sea) is not 
an ocean at all in the ordinary senses 
of the word, but merely a vast shallow 
pond. 


Just such another pond is Bering Sea 


—a shallow piece of salt water that is 
becoming steadily shallower, owing to 
the deposition on its bottom of enor- 
mous quantities of silt emptied into it 
by one of the greatebt rivers in the 
world, the Yukon. 


At no very distant period the whole 


of Bering Sea will be converted into dry 
land. Even now we can see the process 
going on. The detritus brought down 
by the Yukon is doing exactly what i» 
accomplished in cities, where the refuse 
dumps eventually form great areas of 
new ground for the extension of street", 
and the foundations of houses. 


The river is a land maker, and in the 


last century has added thousands of 
square miles to the territory of Alaska. 
It has built the whole of the immense 
Yukon Delta, and has made the waters 
off shore so shallow that even small ves- 
sels can hardly get within sight of the 
coast. 


When Bering Sea has become Bering 


Land, it will be an extremely valuable 
piece of real estate. 
Its soil will be 


of high fertility, and its climate will be 
so far modified by the great warm cur- 
rent of the Pacific (corresponding to 
the Gulf Stream in the Atlantic, and 
flowing near what will then be the 
coast) as to encourage settlement. 


In 
the meantime 
an even 
more 


striking, and much more rapid, geologic 
change is taking place in the same re- 
gion. 
A land bridge is in process of 


building that will eventually connect 
the new world with the old, joining 
Alaska to Kamsehatka. 


A glance at a map will show that 


the southern boundary of Bering Sea is 
marked by a string of islands extend- 
ing clear across from the American 
shore to that, of Asia. These islands— 
the so-called Aleutian chain, supple- 
mented by islands belonging to Rus- 
sia—are, so to Bpeak, the piers of the 
bridge that is to be. 


The whole string is slowly but stead- 


ily rising—a phenomenon which geolo- 
gists attribute to a gradual folding 
up of the earth's crust along that line. 
There are many gap?, but these are 
being filled in. Every now and then a 
new island pops up out of the s>ea in. 
that region, helping toward the com- 
pletion of the bridge. 


Not very long ago an island suddenly 


arose from the ocean between Unalaska 
and Umnak. 
In the night a strange 


fire was seen, illuminating the sea 
brightly for many miles around. 
Fi- 


nally a black rock rose up amid steam 
and smoke, and gradually it grew until 
it presented the aspect of a pyramid

Some of the Oddities Required in Camouflage 


T710R some time before the war came 


to an end the American armies were 


using for ''camouflage" purposes, j.oi 
month : 


Rurlap. 4.500.000 square yards, 
Chicken-wire net, 1,620,000 square 


\ard<-. 


Fish net. 1.000.000 square yard*. 
These were the three most important 


materials. 
They furnished indispens- 


able elements of camouflage structures. 


Further to make clear the enormous 


"•(•alp on which such work was con- 
ducted, it may he mentioned that the 
(entral camouflage factory, at Dijon, 
fcupied twenty acres, with forty build- 
ings, and employed about 200 soldiers 
and 900 French women. 


The French were first to develop the 


art of camouflage in the war. 
In this 


line the Germans were prompt to imi- 
tate, and they did it with skill and in- 
genuity — though never equaling the 
cleverness of the Americans. 


in the St. Mihiel sector the German^ 


fonsriucted a wonderful piece oi camou 
fiage which the allies failed entirely to 
discover. 
It was not discovered, in 


fact, until the salient had been overrun 
and raptured by the Americans. 


It was an extensive area roofed with 


wire net at a height of fourteen fe»t 
above the ground, and covered (over 
the net) with scattered brush. Beneath 
it were a score of buildings, roads, am- 
munition dumps, and much other war 
material. 
Walking under the net, one 


could look up through it and see what- 
ever was going on overhead, but, viewed 
from the sky it looked like a piece of 
woods. 


There was the point. 
The camou- 


flage was so perfect as to deceive the 
cameras carried by scouting allied air- 
planes. The photographs they delivered 
showed only woorjs. 


The great problem of camouflage is 


to deceive, the airplane's camera. 
To 


accomplish this purpose, the most effec- 
tive means was a "flat top" of chicken 
wire or fish net, stretched between 
polos and decorated with numberless tied 
strips of inch-wide colored burlap a 
foot long, to flutter in the breeze and 
furnish shadows varying naturally with 
the time of day. 


Photographed from far nloft, such an 


•rrnngement had the appearance of a 
Wood or * field* A uct tbirty-Mvea 


feet square thus disguised affords pro- 
tection for any gun up to the size of 
a 9.2-inch howitzer, with its crew. For 
a "stabilized"—i. e., permanently estab- 
lished—battery the camouflaged position 
may cover 1200 to 4000 square yards, 
or an area even greater. 


The main and all-important use of 


camouflage is to conceal artillery. As 
the saying goes "a battery seen is a 
battery lost." Once located, the guns

(in man and 


lower animals) forms a sort of cap on 
the top of each kidney. Its extract 
(usually obtained from the sheep) Is 
medicinally employed to control blood- 
pressure and to counteract shock. It 
haa a marked effect in contracting 
the capillary blood vessels, and for 
this reason Is used by oculists In eye 
operations to prevent hemorrhage. 


Extract of the pituitary gland (in 


the brain) IK used by tho obstetrician 
to hasten labor. 
Its specific secre- 


tion has much to do with tho growth 
and development of the body. Disease
